ENTERTAINMENT 


E 
NTERTAINMENT that leaves a nice taste In your mouth, as the saying 
goes, and a wholesome outlook upon life, when you leave it, is fine 
entertainment. 
I shall never be able to understand the temporary success of plays 
and books which teach nothing, reveal only the cheap and sordid, and 
merely appeal to morons and the abnormal. 
Entertainment should uplift, clear the brain and lighten the heart. 
The most successful plays on the stage have been those that were not par­ 
ticularly “intellectual” but clean, humorous and largely fine entertainment. 
I recall "Lightnin',” "Three Wise Fools,” "The First Year." "Abie's Irish 
Rose." and their kind. I have noted that the books that have had the 
largest sales recently have been those that were clean and of a distinctly 
spiritual or inspirational character. 
When the mind gets tired it doesn’t want a “problem” play, any more 
than it wants to read a "problem” book. It wants a rest from its prob­ 
lems. 
The child will never tire of its circus—thank God! 
We grownups, 
who still carry a big child spirit in our hearts, also crave a great deal of 
this circus entertainment for ourselves. 
The detective story that so many of us love to delve into, satisfies a 
hungering imagination within us. The other evening I got buried up to 
my neck, I might say in a new' detective yarn by the new governor-general 
of Canada. John Buchan (Lord something now). They tell me that he 
w'rites them in the middle of the night when he can't sleep. 
Well, he 
keeps thousands of others from their sleep because of his genius! Every 
one of his books is good entertainment. 
A producer or writer must have a deep and understanding insight 
into people’s likes and dislikes in order to furnish them the right sort of 
entertainment. 
Each is often wrong—and the price each often pays is 
tragic. Each welcomes suggestions from his or her audience. 
Entertainers and writers like to have those whom they entertain tell 
them when they are helped or pleased. I have written to but one opera 
star in my life, but her singing w?as so wonderful I wanted her to know 
that I was but one out of thousands who appreciated her glorious voice. 
My letter followed her half way round the world, but she thanked me in 
the most gracious manner. 
The bigger the artists the more appreciative they are.

WAKE ISLAND 


China ('lipper Has .*1,200 Miles 
Ahead to Complete Rec­ 
ord Mail Hop. 


(Hy Th* Aiwmciatmf P rru l 
Wake Island, Nov. 20 <Via Pan- 
American Airways Radio),—Airmail 
sp»Ni across another stretch of th” 
vast, Pacific ocean today when the 
China Clipper landed here en ro u te 
to Manila after a swift 1,191-mlle 
flight from Midway Island. 
The clipper saluted its first sur­ 
face vessel when it dipped wings to 
the Dollar steamship President Lin­ 
coln today. 
T1m» seaplane flew low over the 
President Lincoln shortly after it 
had passed the international date 
line on its flight from Midway to 
Wake Islands 
The seaplane glided easily to a 
landing at I 40 p m <9 *0 p rn Mon­ 
day, Eastern Standard time*. It re­ 
quired 8 hours and 28 minutes for 
the flight, an average of about 125 
miles an hour. 
Capt. E. C. Music, 
skipper of the twenty-five-ton craft, 
had estimated ten hours would be 
required. 
In about thirty-eight and one-half 
hours of flying, the China Clipper 
has crossed nearly 5,200 miles of tile 
8.000-mile distance b-tween Alame­ 
da. Calif , and Manila, end of the 
present Journey to establish trans­ 
pacific airmail service 


Mail and supplies for the Wake 
airways station arrived aboard the 
seaplane, which also brought nine 
employes to be stationed here.

D. Leonard, a city policeman, was 
arrested Monday night in the in­ 
vestigation of a series of sixty-one 
robberies in Allentown in the last 
eleven months. 
Leonard, who was recently de­ 
tailed as a plain clothesman at his 
own request to run down the night 
prowler, was relieved of his revol­ 
ver and badge when he reported for 
duty Monday night. 
He was taken 
to the state police barracks at Wyo­ 
missing for further questioning. 
Captain William J. Detweiler, of 
the city detective force said that 
Leonard denied participating in the 
robberies, which included the offices 
of three county judges, the district 
attorney, an alderman, a church, a 
dozen lawyers, real estate agents and 
insurance men. Detweiler said, how­ 
ever, that the investigation points to 
Leonard. 
Leonard was charged in warrants 
with robbery of 8t. John’s Lutheran 
church and with forgery. 
Sixty-one robberies are blamed 
on the much-sought burglar. Prom 
(he office of district attorney John 
H. Diffenderfer, a cheek for $280 
was taken and subsequently cashed 
at Easton. 
W hat loot, if any, was 


taken from the Judges’ chambers 
was not revealed. 
A checkbook was stolen from the
